Acreage and Coadltlun of Cotton — Com- 
pariaona Made WItfa l«et Yeai^neporta 
on Winter atifi <'|iriiic Wheat — Condi- 
tion of Otiivr Cereals. 

Washington, Jane 11.— The report of 
the atktistician of the department of 
agricnltorc for Jane makes the acreage 

in cotton 97.7 per cent, of the area of 
iWd, and the average condition Ki.l. 
The reduction of area is attributed in 
some district* to cr>jicf rtcd ci mtr.iction 
on account of low prices, bnt it i8 evi- 
dent that it is mainly due to unfavora- 
ble oonditiona for planting and germ- 
iftatiBg. The record of planting in the 
May Veport Is qnite accturately a history 
of the crop ((. file present time. Plant- 
ing delayed li\ ejniy rainH, tlronth in the 
latter hall i \i.ril followed by con- 
tinued drouth in May, germination ar- 
rested, replanting aottre, defectire 
stands eorrected, are the fSatnrss of ths 
record frequently and almost uniyeraal- 
ly reported. 

Thef-e conditions were lesw general ami 
controlling in TexaiJ than in anv other 
state. The areais hh coinpare<l with those 
of last year are given as follow.s- Vir- 
ginia, 96: North Carolina. 94; South 
Carolina, 9ti: Georgia. Florida, »9: 
Alaluuutt, 96; Miaaiaaippi, 96; Louiaiana, 
96: Tezss, lOS; ArksBMs <i; Tmasisi, 
95. 

The general condition in the lowest for 
June since 1874, though it is only a frac- 
tion lower than that of ISS;! and 1889, 
the latter a year of good yield through 
favorable conditions. The state averages 
of conditionH are; Virginia. 78; North 
Carolina, 75: South Carolina, 8(); 
Georgia, 80: Florida, 80; Alabama, 89; 
Misaiiwippi, 88: Louisiana, 88; Teaas, 91; 
Arkansas, 89; Tennnessee, Xi. 

The temperature of May was quite too 
low for cx)tton, the cool nights checking 
germination, and retarding growth. Of 
cotirse these conditions make the crop 
late in development, in fmnie plai es a few 
days, in others a week or two lat«r than 
in seiteons of early development. There 
is freijuent mention of bad stands, but 
the constant replanting will reduce the 
vacancies to a minimum. A cultivation 
it, neceasarily late, and hvldn grassy with 
the UHual variation resulting from dif 
ferwues in soil, amount of replanting 
and relative promptness and efficiency of 
plantation (bimuKers. 

The June re|K»rt of the statistician de 
partment of agriculture makes the area 
in winter wheat as tiompared with the 
breadth, harvested last year, 111..'); 
apring wheat, 103.4: barley. 107,1; rve, 
101.5: oats, !I7.«. 

Condition: Winter wheat, 96.6; apring 
wheat, 99.6; barley, 90.8; tf, MA; oato, 
86. 

In comparison with IS^S!), the increase 
in wheat acreage is (juit« moderate. The 
reduction last year of more tlian 2,00(),- 
006 acree 5n^ge<its the reason for most of 
the preaent increase. This advance is. 
theraore, both replacement and develop- 
ment, the former notably in Illinois, 
Miesonri, Kanxas and Cahfomia. The 
latter in less degree in Waahinj^n, Ore- 
gon, the Dakotas and in several terri- 
tories. 

Those violent fluctuations make the 
investigation difficult, and in some dis- 
tricts wiQ render neoeasary supple- 
mentary work. To tills extent present 
estimates may bs considered preliminary. 
Tb* extension of acreage, according to 
otir correspondents, depends on prico of 
wheat ana not on available land. A 
large increment of wheat breadth is re- 
jKjrted in Wnshiiig^ton; a large amount 
of land is being broken for next year's 
crop, and the local opinion is expressed 
that not more than one-fifth of the 
wheat land of that new state Is onder 
cultivation. 

The winter wheat crop is encroaching 
upon the sotithem and eastern borders 
of the spring wheat district, notably In 
Iowa and Wisconsin, ander the protec- 
tkm of crop diversifiostion and new 
methods of cultivation, while spring 
wheat extension responds moderately to 
the stimulns of higher prices. 

The condition of winter wheat has de- 
clined onlv one point. The averaee of 
New York is 96; Pennsylvania, 97; 
a«<uv|a, 98; Texas, 98; Ohio. 99; Michi- 
gan. 90; In^ana, 99; Illinois, 96; Mis- 
■onri, 99; Kansas, 95; California, 97. 

The first monthly statement of aver- 
ages of spring wheat makes Wisconsin, 
77; Minnesota, 89; Iowa, 95, Nebraska, 
97; the Dakotas, 96. EariT sown wheat 
was injured by .frost In Wisconsin and 
Minnesota; germination was arrested bv 
drouth in the same place. In South 
Dakota drouth has retarded growth. 
Conditicms have been more favorable in 
North Dakota. Recent rains in Ne- 
braska and Iowa have greatly benefitted 
wheat and encouraged the grower. 

Winter oats in the southern states are 
far better than the spring -crop which 
has been partially destroyed by drouth 
and insects. Not only was the aecrage 
reduced in tlie Ohio valley, bnt condi- 
tion is low in consequence of dry 
weather. In Minnesota the injuries of 
^rooth were supplemented bv those of 
cut worms. Gmiditlon Is hignest on the 
northern AtUmtk) 9Q»fllk and on the 
Pacific where areas are very limited. 

The increase in the aystgs of barley 
is general in almost ever* ssotton where 
H IS grown, and especially marked \n 
the states of the Ohio ▼aUev, hi Wisoon- 
ain and California. Ckmmtlon is uni- 
formly high except In portions of the 
northeast, whore it has been lowssed by 
drouth and cool weather.
